(2) By the farm er in the opera­ 
tion, m anagem ent, conservation, 
improvement, or maintenance of 
his farm or its tools or equipment. 


(3) By the farmer in handling 
drying, packing, grading, or stor­ 
ing any agricultural or horticul­ 
tural commodity in its unmanu­ 
factured state, but only if t h e 
farmer produced more than one- 
half of the commodity which he 
so treated during the period for 
which the claim is filed. 


(4) By the farmer in connec­ 
tion with the planting, cultivat­ 
ing, caring for, or cutting o f 
trees, or the preparation (other 
than sawing into lumber, chipp­ 
ing, or other milling) of trees 
for market, but only if the plant­ 
ing, etc., is incidental to h i s 
farming operations. 


No refunds of tax are allowed 
on gasoline used off the farm, 
such as gasoline used on public 
roads or highways in transport­ 
ing family members or workmen 
equipment, livestock, crops, feed, 
etc. Also, no refunds are allowed 
for tax on gasoline used in pro­ 
cessing, packaging, or c a n n ing 
operations. 
Farmers are also given special 
relief from the Federal e x cise 
tax on diesel fuel and special 
motor fuels used on a farm for 
farming purposes. 


Farmers who expect to f i l e 
claims should keep sufficient rec­ 
ords to enable the Internal Reve- 
n u e Service 
to 
v e r i f y the 
accuracy of the amount claimed.

Dental Disorder 
Affect 95 Percent 
Of Population 
Over 95 percent of our popula­ 
tion is afflicted with some sort of 
dental disorder. However, if par­ 
ents took advantage of all the 
preventive 
measures 
available, 
their children would grow up rel- , 
atively free from dental disor­ 
ders, assert* Dr, Henry A. Holle, 
Texas Commissioner of Health. 


S i n c e these dental disorders 
have their start in children, early 
attention to proper dental health 
procedure* helps the child avoid 
the dental disease that plagues 
his parents, ne said. 


“ Tooth decay,” Dr. Holle said, 
“ is probably the m o s t wide­ 
spread dental disorder a m o n g 
children and improper diet can 
he blamed for the large incidence 
of the disease. Sugar, one of the 
main factors in decay, 
is con­ 
sumed in IO times larger quan­ 
tities today than it was IOO years 


ago.” 


He urged parents to substitute 


fresh fruits such as apples 
oranges and uncooked vegetables 
such as carrots and celery for 
sweets as between-meal snacks 


for their children. 


Thp toothbrush. Dr. Holle point­ 
ed out, is one of the best weap­ 
ons against decay. He stressed, 
however, that to achieve 
maxi­ 
mum 
benefits 
the timing 
and 
method of toothbrushing are vi­ 


tally important. 


He explained that since tooth- 
brushing removes bits of f o o d 
which have become lodged in the 
teeth, the teeth should be brush­ 
ed immediately after eating. The 
brush, he said, should be firm 
and small enough to get to all 
surfaces of the teeth easily. For 
best results, he suggested that 
the upper teeth be brushed down 
and the lower teeth brushed up. 


Another weapon against decay, 
Dr. Holle said, is fluoridation of 
public water supplies. 
[ 


“ Scientific studies have shown j 
t h a t fluoridation has reduced 
tooth decay as much as 65 per- 1 
cent,” he said. “ No ill effects i 
have been discovered from the i 
measure which is currently in ef- j 
feet in more than 1,100 commun- , 
ities in the United States. 


In communities that have no 
public water supply it is sug- j 
gested that children receive di- I 
rect applications of a fluoride 
s o l u t i o n from their dentists, j 
T h e s e treatments have b een 
found to reduce decay up to 40, 
percent.

Well meaning persons, concern­ 
ed over the present plight of Tex­ 
as Hill Country wild turk e y s, 
should postpone 
supplemen t a I 
feeding until after the nesting 
periods, according to the Direc­ 
tor of Wildlife 
Restoration for 
the Game and Fish Commission. 
He said wild t u r k e y flocks 
which are breaking up for nest­ 
ing, now travel in small groups 
and occupy ranges where they 
may not be present during th 
winter months. 
At best, the Director stressed, 
supplemen t a I feeding provides 
definite hazards. “ Wrhen a large 
number of birds are concentrated 
on a small area.” he explained, 
“ the dangers of losses f r o m 
disease increase materially. Also, 
predators commonly congregate 
around a turkey feed ground be­ 
cause the turkeys learn to come 
to the feed at regular intervals. 
Sometimes predation can become 
severe.” 
The Director described nesting 
conditions in the Hill Country tur­ 
key ranges as “ the worst yet” 
because of the extreme drought. 


For several years Texas’ once 
vaunted wild turkey population 
has been so hard hit by drought 
that hunting was banned in three 
counties last year where regula- 
t o r y responsibility empowered 
with the Commission so permit­ 
ted. 
“ Many ranchers and hunters 
are worried about their leases,” 
he said, “ h a v e been worried 
about this year’s hatch. But that 
is more or less in the laps of the 
weather gods. Those turkey hens 
favored with enough ground mois­ 
ture for hatching will find a little 
creek water.”

KILGORE’S 
CAPITOL 
COMMENTS 


By Congressman Joe Kilgore 
ONE JO B . . . that the Con­ 
gress must pursue with unrelent­ 
ing diligence is that of protecting 
the people of this nation from an 
enemy military attack. With the 
successive announcements t h a t 
Russia has developed atomic and 
then hydrogen weapons and that 
she has flown large, long-range 
jet bombers in numbers we have 
been forced to tL* uncomfortable 
realization that there exists an 
unfriendly nation capable of a di­ 
rect military attack on the peo­ 
ple of this nation. When we pro­ 
ject the 
problem 
some 
years 
into the future and talk 
about 
Intercontinental Ballistics 
Mis­ 
sies, the situation is almost fan­ 
tastically complex. 
IN TH E FA C E . . . of the 
present ana future situations the 
Military Operations subcommit­ 
tee, of which I am a member, 
has been assigned the task of a 
thorough study of our own Civil 
Defense Program. In trying to • 
find out what our multiple prob­ 
lems of civil defense are we have 
to evaluate what is known about 
the blast, thermal and radiation 
effects of nuclear and thermonu-j 
clear weapons. From there we 
move to an attempt at analysing 
Russia’s capabilities to deliver 
such weapons on this country — j 
by air, by submarine launched 
by rocket or by any other means. 
TTiis, then, brings into focus the 
study of our entire continental 
defense set-up and anti-subma- i 
rine operations, our radar net­ 
work and all such related oper­ 
ations. 
SUCH A STUDY . . . to be 
realistic, must also evaluate the 
offensive capacities of our Stra-, 
tegic Air Command and our own 
weapons. This is especially true 
since the very existence 
of a 
constantly alert SAC capable of 
destroying targets anywhere in 
the world may be the best de­ 
fensive weapon, 
militarily 
and 
civil, available to us today. As a 
matter of fact, Dr. J. R. K il­ 
lian, Jr., President of Massachu- * 
setts Institute of Technology tes­ 
tified before our committee yes­ 
terday that he thought the pro­ 
tection of our nation depended 
upon our ( I) Strategic Air Com- 
Command, and (3) Civil Defense, 
mand, (2) Continental 
Defense 
in that order. 
W E H A V E H EARD . . . many 
witnesses b e s i d e s Dr. Killian, 
and we expect to hear 
many 
more, each an expert in his par­ 
ticular field. Others we h a v e 
heard thus far include Dr. 
W il­ 
lard Libby of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, Dr. A. G. Hill, Pro- 
gessor of Physics at MIT, Dr. 
Lloyd V 
Burtner, President of 
Associated 
Universities, 
I nc. , 
Willard Bascom. Technical Di­ 
rector of the Civil Defense Advi­ 
sory Committee of the National 
Academy of Science, Dr. Merle 
Tuve, Chairman of the 
Depart­

of the

Institution 
of 
Washington, and General Curtis 
LeMay, Commander of the SAC 
md his staff and General Fred 
Smith and other staff officers of 
the Continental Air Defense Com­ 
mand.

These offensive and 
defensive “ twins” have a tre­ 
mendous task cut out for them. 
SAC has the problem of main­ 
taining a force of aircraft Cap­ 
able of immediate retaliation on 
any point on the globe, while 
CON AD has the job of stopping 
any attack on us. 
SO V IET RUSSIA . . . for the 
past 30 years has been telling 
the world her aim -- to spread 
the Communist doctrine through- 
>ut the world and to bring the 
world’s 
peoples under Godless 
rule as outlined by Marx and En­ 
gels and as 
practiced 
by 
the 
Communists u n d e r Stalin and 
now under Malenkov. 
FO R T U N A T ELY . . . this na­ 
tion has great industrial 
poten­ 
tial, physical strength and moral 
Tiber in addition to a strong de­ 
sire for peace. Through this com­ 
bination we must maintain peace, 
ir at 
least 
an 
armed 
truce, 
vhich at present appears to be 
’bout all the Russians are able 
to understand. 
W E CAN BU ILD A STRONG 
O F F E N S E AND D E F E N S E . . . 
but there are many things the 
committee 
must know. And, I 
think, there are many things the 
people of this nation must know. 
They are entitled to be told the 
truth. Our democratic way of life 
has its foundation in the ability 
of our people to meet any sit­ 
uation where they are folly in­ 
formed. We have set out as a 
sub-committee to get the best in­ 
formation available and 
I will 
have a lot more to say about it 
as our studies continue. 


Com pulsory Retirem ent 


Probably a compulsory retire­ 
ment plan is wise for most busi­ 
ness organizations; at least, so 
far as it applies to the specific 
position which the man holds. 
This, however, should not neces­ 
sarily mean that he would leave 
the employ of the company. The 
present custom of demoting ac­ 
tive Presidents to inactive Chair­ 
men of the Board might be ap­ 
plied to other officers and even 
foremen. There should be some 
happy medium between dropping 
an employee entirely and there­ 
by losing the benefit of his years 
of experience, a n d continuing 
him with the business in some 
capacity. 


Although age may not be a 
good yardstick, yet 
it is o n e 
measure of a person’s energy. I 


forecast the time when account­ 
ants will insist that their annual 
audits show the age of all of­ 
ficers 
and 
important foremen, 
and probably the age of the di­ 
rectors. Retirement, how e v e r , 
should be decided from 
many 
standpoints. Age is one definite 
factor. 


Character of Work 


Another 
important 
considera­ 
tion is the character of work 
which an executive should do af­ 
ter he is sixty-five 
or 
seventy 
years of age. I seriously question 
whether it is advisable for such 
a man to be kept in a position 
requiring energy or important de­ 
cisions. There are many o t h e r 
phases of work that he could do 
excellently, such as serving as 
employment manager, or in pub­ 
lic relations. These are positions 
which require ability that can be 
secured only by experience. 


Therefore, I appeal for t h e 
practice of changing a 
man’s 
work after he reaches the retire­ 
ment age, but not necessarily 
making him retire from the com­ 
pany, This especially applies to­ 
day when surgery and medicine 
have overcome many of the ef­ 
fects of age. The study of old 
age has already become a sci­ 
ence, known as Gerontology. Two 
of the best authorities are Dwight 
S. Sargent, of the Consolidated 
Edison Company of New York 
I City, and Prof. Ward C. Halstead 
of Chicago University. 


Why should 
“ compulsory 
re­ 
tirement” require IOO percent re­ 
tirement? A man might go on 
half time after he reaches sixty- 


j five or seventy. It seems wrong, 
from both the individual’s ann 
t h e 
company« standpoint, 
to 
make him retire altogether. It 
J certainly should be possible to 
have one job continued by two 
men, both of whom would be ac­ 
quainted with the work. 


Importance of Youth 
Perhaps too 
much 
considera- 
! tion has been given to a “ re­ 
tirement age” and too little to a 
‘promotion age.” If a person is 
to be retired at a certain age, 
it seems only reasonable that he 
should have been promoted at a 
certain age. An old saying is: 
“ It’s a poor rule which does not 
work both ways.” I consider that 
this suggestion is very import­ 
ant. Youth is very valuable to a 
business. We should learn to res­ 
pect the suggestions of younger 
people. 


(2) After a person retires from 
business and has become “ itchy” 
for something 
to do, he may 
be offered a position which looks 
attractive, but has a “ hook” in 
the bait. This hook is that he 
must invest some money in the 
enterprise. In three cases out of 
four, such an investment is very 
dangerous 
to 
make 
and the 
money is lost. Finally, do not 
let anyone get money from you 
by flattery and telling you how 
smart you are. Vanity and pride 
are the two most expensive lux­ 
uries. 


The growth of most businesses 
is due to the influence of youth 
within the business. As people 
get older, their judgment is in­ 
fluenced by a natural increased 
conservatism and timidness. It is 
necessary that every automobile 
have brakes; hut it is important 
that these brakes be adjusted so 
that they “ wear” only when the 
brakes are intended to be on. 


Investing After Retirem ent 
In closing this column, let me j 
call to your attention two danger­ 
ous temptations which face all 
persons who retire: 
( I) A man who has made a 
success in his regular business 
too often thinks he can make 
a success in any business. This 
is a 
great 
mistake. 
Therefore. 
such a man should never start a 
new business and, 
if possible, 
I should avoid taking a position in 
any business very different from 
the one to which he has given 
his life. 


With all this talk today about j 
P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower retir-1 
i ing from the Presidency I grasp 
the opportunity to discuss the 
general problem of retirement as 
applicable 
to 
officials 
and 
to 
I wage earners of corporations. 


State CAPITOL 


AUSTIN — If you have a bit 
of imagination, you can sec a 
huge “ help wanted” sign hanging 
over the capitol dome. 
Some mighty 
important 
jobs 
are to be filled. Salaries range 
up to $25,000 a year. And some 
of the jobs are as yet unclaimed. 
Top job of course is that o f 
Governor. It is* a two year job 
paying $25,000 a year. The imcum- 
bent, Allan Shivers, has announ­ 
ced his resignation. 
Next highest in the pay bracket 
is that of Attorney General. There 
is a vacancy there too. J o h n 
Ben Shepperd also is resigning 
Jan. I. The pay is $20,000 a year 
and it is a two-year job. 
There are four good jobs at 
$17,500 a year. These positions 
i n c l u d e : Land Commissioner, 
Comptroller, Treasurer, and Rail­ 
road Commissioner. Here the in- 
combents, J. Earl Rudder, R. S. 
Calvert, Jesse Jam es and W. O. 
Murray, have either little or no 
opposition. Just ask for it and 
the job is theirs. They are in 
liko Flynn 
unlace other job ap- ' 
plications arrive before the May I 
7 deadline. 
There are several $15,000 jobs ; 
available, such as Agricultu r e 
Commissioner, three places o n 
the Supreme Court, and one on 
the Court of Criminal Appeals 
The Agriculture Commissioner’s 
job is another two-year contract, 
but the court jobs are for six 
years. 
Ag Commissioner John White 
hasn’t said whether or not h e j 
wants to be re-hired, but most of 
the Justices have. 
Re-applying 
are R. W. Calvert and Meade 
Griffin on the Supreme Court, 
and W. A. Morrison on the Court I 
of Criminal Appeals. 
Not an applicant for re-hiring 
Supreme Court Judge W i I lWilso 1 
is Supreme Court Judge W i l l 
Wilson. He has filed for J o h n 
Ben Shepperd's job, as attorney 
general. It pays $5,000 m o r e a 
year. 
Then there are nine places on 
the Court of Civil Appeals, each 
paying $12,000 a year. Most of 
these incumbents are seeking a 
renewal of their contracts. 
Jobs of 15 State Senators ex­ 
pire too, along with 150 House 
Members. These are just p a r t 
time jobs paying $25 a day for 
120 days, normally only e v e r y 
other year. The Senate job lasts 
f o u r years, h o w e v e r , to the 
House’s two. 
Along with the House and Sen- I 
ate jobs is that of Lf, Governor 
His salary is the same as the 
j legislators’. 
Ben Ramsey 
who 
now holds the position says he 
likes the work and would like to 
; be re-hired. 
Because most of these jobs pay 
well and carry with them honor 
and recognition, there is a penalty 
! attached. You have to pay to 
apply, and the application fee is 
in proportion to the salary. Un­ 
fortunately you don’t get a re­ 
fund if you aren’t selected for 
the job. This discourages a lot j 
of applicants. 
Those filing for the Governor’s | 
job pay an application fee o f 
$1,250; for A t t o r n e y General, 
$1,000; 
L a n d Commission e r , 
Comptroller, Treasurer, Railroad 
Commissioner, $875; Agriculture 
Commissioner $750— and the same 
for Judges of the Supreme Court 
a n d the 
C o u r t of Criminal 
Appeals. Civil Appeals C o u r t 
Judges pay a fee of $600, as does 
the Lt. Governor. 
Applicants for House and Sen­ 
ate jobs pay $1 to $100 per county, 
the amount being determined loc­ 
ally. 
There are several other jobs 
of a similar nature opening soon— 
such as that of Congressman-at- 
Large. The application fee f o r 


this post is $1,125. Martin Dies 
has the position now. Incidentally, 
it is the highest paying job next 
to the Governor’s. S a l a r y is 
$22,500 a year with a two-year 
contract. 
Texas has 21 Congressional job 
openings coming up too. Salaries 
are the same as Congressman-at- 
Large, but the application fee is 
less.

Both are campaigning 
now for other openings—Daniel 
for Governor and Johnson f o r 
President. U. S. Senators draw 
$22,500 a year for six years; fil­ 
ing fee, $1,125. 
Applications for statewide jobs 
are filed with George W. Sand­ 
lin of Austin, chairman of the 
State Democratic Executive Com­ 
mittee. If you want to apply for 
any one of these positions, you’ll 
have to file vour application not 
later than Monday, May 7, and 
pay your application fee not later 
than May IO. 
State Senators and Representa­ 
tives and applicants for the U. S. 
Congressmen file in each county 
in their respective districts. 
These jobs differ radically from 
labor and industry posts in that 
the job holder must apply again 
and again if he wants to keep 
the job indefinitely. And he must 
compete 
with 
all 
comers. 
O f 
course the application fee is just 
the beginning of the expense of 
getting the job. Also there are 
more bosses than employees, be­ 
cause the public, after all, h a s 
not only the first but the final 
say. 
However, the pay is good, and 
there is a

wage. 
Personnel will be selected i n 
July, August and November—with 
the public making the selection. 
P O L L T A X E S IN C R E A S E —
